econd-year journalism students 
9: Grant MacEwan Community 
College want refunds for class- 

es they feel were a waste of time. 

Approximately 28 of the pro- 
gram’s 31 second-year students 
have signed a letter requesting 
refunds for classes and asking the 
college to conduct reviews of the 
program’s instruction and repre- 
sentations to the public, said Rob 
Harris, a second year journalism 
student. The letter was sent to a 
number of college officials. 

The students complain about 
three courses offered in the pro- 
gram: Newsroom Technology, 
Graphics and Newspaper Lab. 

A copy of the letter, obtained by 
SEE, states that more than half the 
Newsroom Technology classes 
were cancelled because the col- 
lege didn’t provide working com- 
puters. The course was designed 
to teach students QuarkXPress 
and Adobe Photoshop. The letter 
further states that a graphics 
course taught students to use out- 
dated cut-and-paste techniques, 
when few if any newspapers in 
Alberta used the method. The let- 
ter also contends that Newspaper 
Lab classes were frequently can- 
celled and projects listed in the 
course outline weren’t undertaken 
due to a shortage of time. 

The letter also alleges the col- 
lege didn't set up internships for 
students as promised and takes 
ate with what students call sub- 

dard teaching, a verbally abu- 
sive instructor, untimely grading of 
assignments and unorganized 
scheduling of classes. 

The students allege several vio- 
lations of the college’s own stu- 
dents’ charter of rights. 

Program chair John Brittain 
agrees that the computer lab was 
unacceptable. 

“Our computer lab was a bit of a 
problem last year,” Brittain admit- 
ted. “There were a few classes we 
had to cancel in that first term.” 
But students were eventually

offered 25 hours of “one-on-one” 
instruction, an offer not all of them 
took up. “Some of them have cho- 
sen not to accept all of the learn- 
ing opportunities the college has 
offered them,” Brittain said 

“Essentially, we are a program 
that teaches students to be 
reporters. If they want to learn to 
be graphic designers, two years is 
not enough.” 

Regarding the Newspaper Lab 
course, Brittain said students

“bitched and complained constant- 
ly” about a peer-evaluation grading 
system that was phased out. 

Brittain suggested some of the 
second-year students, who are 
now in the final semester of the 
two-year program, “are panicking” 
because “they either didn’t attend 
all of the classes or take advantage 
of all the learning opportunities.” 

But Harris said that isn’t the 
case, insisting students are inter- 
ested in getting their money back. 

Brittain said that by writing the 
letter of complaint, the students 
are casting a shadow of doubt on 
their own skills. 

“It's akin to shooting themselves 
in the foot,” he said. 

At the same time, he said the 
students are showing that they 
have learned well. Reporting stu- 
dents must develop aggressiveness 
and by writing the letter of com- 
plaint, they've shown that quality. 
Calling the second-year group

“probably the most successful 
class we've had,” Brittain said the 
program tries “to teach them to be 
aggressive, to take their future in 
their own hands. 

“Tt doesn't surprise us: that this 
sort of thing happens.” 

In fact, Brittain noted, “this sort 
of thing goes on throughout col- 
leges across the country with stu 
dents who think they are being 
shortchanged.” He’s confident the 
students will be pleasantly sur- 
prised with the skills they've 
learned once they apply their edu- 
cation “in the real world.” 

But GMCC’s director of student 
services says actions taken by the 
students is unusual. Catherine 
Heslep said mass requests for 
refunds are “not typically” made. 

Heslep, who received a copy of 
the letter, said she'll begin discus- 
sions with the students to estab- 
lish a system to deal with the com- 
plaints. She added that not all the 
students in the second-year class 
were in agreement on the com- 
plaints and some had written her 
saying so. Heslep couldn't put a 
price tag on refunds for the three 
classes. But the cost of books and 
tuition for the students last year 
totalled $2,637, while the same 
costs for their current year were 
$2,472. 

Richard Cook, dean of the pro- 
gram, wouldn’t comment saying it 
would be “totally inappropriate” to 
do so at this stage. 

Brittain said the second-year 
class is the last to receive instruc- 
tion in an old curriculum. For the 
past 2-1/2 years, he said, the col- 
lege has been working to develop 
a new curriculum. And the pro- 
gram’s advisory committee, which 
hasn’t met during that time, is 
being re-established, he added. 

Brittain is the program's sole 
full-time employee. He said cours- 
es are taught by “nine or 10” part- 
time instructors. Regarding 
demands for of a review of teach- 
ing in the program, Brittain said 
reviews are performed annually.

You'll love Mump and Smoot, from a safe distance

eet Mump and Smoot. Mump and 
M Smoot are, uh, unusual clowns. They 

aren’t the kind you'd hire for a kid’s 
birthday party. They're raw, primal, savage, 
kind of anti-clowns you feel safe watching 
from a distance. At last week’s Comedy Arts 
Festival the two staged a sketch about den- 
tistry in which Mump (the manipulator) 
convinces Smoot (the victim) to pretend

he’s suffering from a toothache. Bereft of 
genuine compassion but able to fake it, and 
armed with dental hardware manufactured 
by Black & Decker, Mump takes dentistry to 
new lows. But the tables turn and all ends 
well, with Mump lying in a pool of blood. 

A comedy trio called The Arrogant Worms 
was next to take the stage and wondered 
how they could follow the act, with blood- 
ied Mump apparently dead at centre stage. 

“Clowns are cute,” said one member of 
the Worms, looking at the lifeless clown. 

“Yeah,” said another. “They made a bal- 
loon animal for me back stage. It bled.” 

You need to see Mump and Smoot to 
understand them. If there is a pop culture 
reference for the two it might be found in 
animated television. Think Krusty the 
Clown, Itchy and Scratchy and those Bugs 
Bunny cartoons about Spike the bulldog and 
his yappy little sidekick, or maybe Fred and 
Barney, drunk. It is appropriate that Mump 
and Smoot's first show, Jump the Gun, was 
staged on a Friday the 13th (in 1988). 

The two are bringing their fifth and most 
recent production, Something Else, to the 
Roxy Theatre Feb. 3-20. Previous Mump and 
Smoot shows have touched on themes rang- 
ing from the grotesque (cannibalism) to the 
sublime (the afterlife). Something Else 
promises nothing less. 

In this show, Mike (Mump) Kennard says, 
the clowns are fed up with their lot in life. 
“They are looking for something new and 
they've heard about this sacred temple 
where all their questions may be answered.” 


So the horror clowns come face to face 





with a genie, who grants them wishes. Now 
wishes can be dangerous things, even for 
the most mentally and emotionally fit of 
individuals. So given Mump’s manipulative 
nature and Smoot’s ability to bounce back 
in the face of adversity, you just gotta 
know trouble’s on the horizon. 

Because the shows are performed in 
gibberish, the dialogue is unclear, though 
the meaning comes through pretty well. 
That's the challenge in a Mump and Smoot 
show, according to director Karen Hines. 

What goes right in a show is that people 
love the characters, says Hines, who has 
been working with Kennard and Turner 
since they formed the act a dozen years 
ago. And when things go wrong, well, 
that’s a bonus, because Mump and Smoot 
react to things. The clowns know they 
are putting on a show, that they are on a 
stage in front of an audience, so they'll 
sometimes engage the crowd. 

At the Comedy Arts Festival show, for 
example, the two made their way to the 
stage the long way, avoiding the back stage 
area altogether to walk through the crowd 
instead. Mump perceived some social snub 
from a man in the audience who didn’t stand 
and allow the clowns to pass. Later, in mid- 
show, he took revenge. While pummelling 
Smoot with a billy club, Mump stopped sud- 
denly, muttered something and bolted off 
stage, waded into the middle of the audi- 
ence and hung a lickin’ on the man. 
Emboldened by Mump’s attack, Smoot 
made his way into the crowd, grabbed the 
club from Mump and got a few shots of his 
own in. 

Giggling, the two returned to the stage 
and picked up the show where they left off, 
with Mump hammering the bejeezus out of 
Smoot, followed a while later by Smoot 
applying the drill to Mump. 

But just because they clobbered a guy 
doesn’t mean the shows are audience partic- 
ipation. They are, rather, performer-driven. 

“Say someone in the audience sneezes,” 
said Hines. “They'll come out and deal with 
it. But one of the challenges for them is 
knowing where and when the story can be 
broken and how to get back into it. And you 
can add up those moments to two or three 
minutes that are very important storytelling 
moments or emotional or magical 
moments.” 

“It’s never planned,” said Kennard. “In our 











new 
show there is a bit of stuff that is planned, 
but it all stems out of improv.” 

Okay. But how do audiences understand 
what's being said if they clowns are speak- 
ing their own language, called Ummonian? 

“The thing that is challenging about doing 
a Mump and Smoot show is that it is in gib- 
berish and so that is the challenge, to make 
the story as clear as possible but also to 
make it seem totally effortless,” said Hines. 

It’s always been that way. Kennard, 
Turner and Hines hooked up at Toronto's 
Second City comedy troupe years ago. 
Kennard and Turner had some success at 
improvisation, speaking in gibberish, and 
the format stuck when Mump and Smoot 
were initially developed. While the audience 
can't interpret specific words, the story is 
easily understood as told through inflection, 
body language, action and context. And 
sometimes a little English does creep in. 

But some people hear more than that. 
Once, after performing a show in the 
Southern U.S., Kennard and Turner over- 
heard a patron commenting on the show. 

“She said ‘they sure have a lot of energy, 
but I don’t understand French,” said Turner. 
“And when we performed in Israel, the 
Israelis said they could hear some Hebrew 
and the Palestinians said they could hear 
some Arabic.” 

One reviewer touted the performers as 
brilliant linguists, having picked out five lan. 


















guages 
during the course of a show. 

Following their first Fringe Festival show, 
a reviewer with The Globe and Mail 
bemoaned the fact that the clowns had said 
nothing political or socially relevant in their 
show. And yet, that was the point. 

“All the stuff we explore, our whole 
approach from the beginning, has been 
intended to be extremely fundamental,” said 
Turner. “Even in our grant applications we 
said we didn’t went to attack social issues or 
political issues, but something more basic, 
which is human fear and relationships. 

“We explore these basic relationship 
issues, these human qualities, and we have 
fun doing it. We have fun finding all the neg- 
ative connotations — fear, pain, betrayal — 
that go with our emotions. And we have as 
much fun with the negatives as we do with 
the positives. You can go through the whole 
range and have fun.” 

In the end, that’s what it’s all about. Lots 
of clowns suck — they frighten children and 
harass festival-goers. But Mump and Smoot 
are different. They're anti-clowns who have 
made audiences double over for years. 

“I think the biggest reasons for that is that 
when we go out on stage the main goal is to 
have fun,” said Kennard. “And any show you 
watch that the performers are having fun, 
you'll like it. We just happen to have stuck 
around for 12 years.”

ilbert and Sullivan operas are

cal elements — they once wrote a 
whole aria about their fire chief, a 
real knee-slapper at the time.” 

“They loved to take pokes at 
the pompous,” he continues. 
“Penzance, for example, was a 
resort beach. Today it would be 
Pirates of Palm Beach or Pirates 
of Palm Springs. Even their title 
has a fun quality. I just adore the 
text, there’s not a slow moment in 
this show.” 

Mind you, interest in Gilbert 
and Sullivan, both the creators 
and the work, has never waned, 
says Gately, who’s looking for- 
ward to the upcoming opening of 
Mike Secrets and Lies Leigh's 
movie Topsy-Turvy, ‘a back-stage 
look at the often tortured partner- 
ship between the two artistically 
volatile men. 

A quick tour through the Inter- 
national Movie Database lists six 
entries for film and TV adapta- 
tions of Pirates of Penzance, 
including both a 1985 Canadian 
production (directed by Norman 
Campbell and Brian Macdonald, 
staring Brent Carver and Jeff 
Hyslop), and the seminal 1983 
American production. That 
Broadway-esque extravaganza 
was directed by Wilford Leach 
(The Wedding Party) and stared 
Kevin Kline as The Pirate King, 
Angela Lansbury as Ruth, 
Frederic’s nurse, Linda Ronstadt 
as Mabel the love interest, and 
the big-haired Rex Smith 
(remember him?) as the young 
Frederic, the misplaced orphan 
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Janet Catherine 
Dea is Mabel 
and Benjamin 
Butterfield the 
reluctant pirate 
Frederic in the 
Gilbert and 
Sullivan opera 
The Pirates of 
Penzance. 





apprentice (his father had want- 
ed him apprenticed to a “pilot,” a 
word misheard by his nurse who 
heard “pirate” — the source of a 
very funny song in the operetta). 
“The wordplay, the fun, the 
accessibility of Gilbert and 
Sullivan make this operetta such 
a good way to get your feet wet 
in the opera world,” says Gately, 
pointing out that the “stop-the- 
action-and-sing-a-song” aspect of 
the operetta and the fact that 
Gilbert and Sullivan wrote in 
modern English puts them in a 
camp closer to modern musicals 
than not. “It’s more a matter of 


time period really, these 
(operettas) were the musicals of 
the turn of the century.” 


Adding a personal twist to this 
production, Gately is acting as 
well as directing in this produc- 
tion — Edmonton audiences get 
to see this accomplished Seattle- 
based opera, operetta and musi- 
cal theatre director play the role 
of the Sergeant of the Police. —

he Dino Martinis have played 
T= blues for movie megas- 
tars, a crowd of 10,000 people 
and some drunk guy demanding to 
hear Lynyrd Skynyrd. Guess which 
one happened in Edmonton. 

“Last time we played the Side- 
track it was Halloween 98,” recalls 
guilarist Brent Kawchuk. “And 
there was a guy that was shouting 
to me, ‘Play some Skynyrd!’ But he 
wasn't kidding! 

“Maybe this time.” 

Some of us, clearly, never fol- 
lowed the Gap ads into the swing 
craze, which suits Kawchuk and 
the rest of the Calgary sextet just 
fine. With their love of the rollick- 
ing blues of the early 1950s, espe- 
cially Louis Jordan and Louis 
Prima, they stood out in the short- 
lived flock of '30's hepeats like a 
thumb in a world full of fingers. 

Now the pretenders are gone 
and the Dinos are back — after a 
trip to California to, y’know, see 
the sights, and invent a drink (see 
box) and jam with Tom Hanks at a 
PTA auction. Seriously. Kawchuk 
said they were booked out of the 
blue when a party planner saw 
them playing L.A.’s Lava Lounge. 

“Sure enough, the auctioneer for 
the night was Tom Hanks... . 
there'd be a winner and we'd 
break into a tune he started play- 
ing along with it, singing, improv- 
ing 


“One of the prizes was a guitar 
signed by Keith Richards. And 
Tom Hanks turns around and says, 
‘Here, make sure this works before 
we auction it off,’ and we started 


playing Honky Tonk Women, and 
he started singing it : 

They've even been invited back 
for this year’s show, though possi- 
bly with a different star as emcee 
(‘I told them, ‘Tf it’s Goldie (Hawn) 
I'm walking,” a deadpan Kawchuk 
VOWS.)

York’s World Trade Centre. Their 
low profile locally might make 
Edmontonians think they're just 
another bar band. 

But Kawchuk, lead singer Nicole 
Brennan and company hope to 
boost their image this Saturday at 
the Sidetrack while preparing their 
third CD, the follow-up to ’98's 
Steak and Comedian Night. 

So far many of their biggest 
moments have been close to 
rumors as far as fans in Alberta 
were concerned — while, as 
Kawchuk ruefully recalls, some of 
the worst gigs have been right at 
home in Calgary.

city Saturday night under the ban- 
ner Take The A Train. 

Anyone with any past knowl- 
edge of what shakes down in this 
city when it comes to presenting 
an event of this enormity would 
immediately guess Tommy Banks 
would be leading the proceedings. 

A year ago the musician, band- 
leader and arranger was in the 
midst of presenting a similar con- 
cert, focusing on the music of 
Benny Goodman, as a fund-raiser 
for the Make A Wish Foundation. 
The overwhelming success of that 
show has led Banks and company 
back to the same concert stage to 
raise funds and profile for the 
Winspear Foundation and the 
Victoria School of Performing and 
Visual Arts. 

One gets the feeling this particu- 


lar musical menu is as close to 
Banks’ heart as any music he has 
ever immersed himself in. It takes 
very little to prime the man and get 
his take on various aspects of the 
Ellington legacy. 

“Take The A Train will have the 
entire 18-piece band, along with 
vocalist Judy Singh on the bill,” 
begins maestro Banks before 
zooming in on what Ellington 
pieces he and his dynamite big 
band have worked out. 

"It’s all post-20s, and most of the 
selections are from the ‘40s and 
’50s. It’s not an academic show as 
we’re focusing on the hits and 
standards. The audience may not 
know all the names of the tunes, 
but I think they'd probably recog- 
nize a great many of them. Almost 
all of the material was written by 
Ellington and associates like Billy 
Strayhorn. One exception would 
be Stormy Weather, but that is 
included because Ella Fitzgerald 
sang that tune with the Ellington 
Orchestra,” says Banks, who then 
singled out Ms. Singh, with whom 
he has worked for over 40 years, 
as having a special understanding 
of Ellington's music. 

Banks has no trouble recalling 
the thrill of catching the Duke 
when he made appearances in 
Edmonton. Ellington’s last concert 
here was in the spring of 1972 at 
the Jubilee Auditorium, two years 
before he died. Banks was at his

first local concert in the ’50s. 

“Ellington toured a lot, 50 weeks 
of the year, so he’d pass through 
Edmonton fairly regularly— say 
every two years... You were walk- 
ing into a hall full of musical icons. 
Guys would stay with the orches- 
tra for their entire careers, players 
like Ray Nance (trumpet and vio- 
lin), Harry Carney (bass) and 
Jimmy Hamilton (clarinet). I never 
did meet Duke Ellington but I did 
briefly meet some of the guys and 
get autographs. I was at every one 
of the shows they played here.” 

Banks suggests that his entire 
orchestra is just as fired up about 
presenting this show as he is and, 
in the final analysis, he speaks for 
all involved when he says, “This 
music is anything but boring. 
Some of it is close to 100-years-old 
now — it’s classical music and you 
can’t go anywhere in the connect-’ 
ed world and not hear the music of 
Duke Ellington.”

n the unpredictable world of 
fins. it’s fitting that the same 

experiences that brought 
Norwegian saxophonist Frode 
Gjerstad to European audiences 
may also be the cause of his rela- 
tive obscurity in North America. 
Now, he hopes to become more 
widely known on his first-ever 
North American tour. 

A major factor limiting Gjer- 
stad’s exposure was his 13-year 
musical collaboration with British 
drummer John Stevens, a driving 
force in improvised music. From 
1981 until Stevens’ death in 1994, 
he and Gjerstad were key compo- 
nents in the trio Detail, along with 
bassists Johnny Dyani or Kent 
Carter. While Detail gathered stel- 
lar players from around the 
world, Gjerstad still struggled 
for recognition at home. 

“Improvised music was not 
accepted here. When I start- 
ed playing with Stevens and 
Dyani, we were looked down 
on. But this changed 
over the ye and I am 
being more accepted these 
days. 

This acceptance has trans- 
lated into more recording 
sessions and performances 
at home, as well as seeing 
him voted Norway's Jazz 
Musician of the Year in 1997. 

Still, Gjerstad admits that 
while gaining recogni- 
tion, having familiar names in 


his band helps attract promoters. 
The trio he will bring to the 
Yardbird Suite on Saturday, Jan. 29 
includes Chicago drummer Hamid 
Drake and New York bassist 
William Parker, currently two of 
the most prominent musicians in 
jazz. Parker is a first-call player 
whose résumé includes a decade 
with free jazz pioneer Cecil Taylor 
and a long relationship with 
German sax legend Peter 
Brotzmann.

a unique thing going on there all 
these years — I don’t.really know 
why, but I do know we're going to 
miss it...” 

Old Reliable have the distinction 
of holding some of the most well- 
attended shows at the Media 
Club's current location.They will 
play the last night of live music at 
the club this Saturday, with special 
guest Chris Smith opening . 

The non-profit volunteer-run 
society, City Media Club, was 
launched at the former 99 Street 
location in 1983 by and for the 
media. The club, which was a 
blues-roots venue from its incep- 
tion, saw the first of its financial 
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troubles in 1985. Hauled out at the 
time by media/promoter types 
Peter North and Cam Hayden, the 
Media Club was just that, a meet- 
ing place for TV and print media 
on Thursdays and Fridays, after 
work, radio people took over. 

The list of performers that 
graced the CMC stage in that era 
included some luminaries: Jimmy 
Dale Gilmore, John Bottomley, 
Amos Garrett, Tom Russell, Shania 
Twain, John Hammond, Oscar 
Lopez, Valdy, Rita Chiarelli, Martin 
Simpson, Colin Linden, Guy Davis, 
Sonny Rhodes, Phillip Walker, 
Murray McLaughlin, Bob Wiseman, 
and Willie and Lobo, as well as 
local acts of every stripe. 

After 10 years of poor neighbor 
relations with the IGA store 
upstairs, the Media Club packed 
up and left 99th. The club took up 
home in its current location under 
the CKER building on 103 Street 
just south of Argyll Road, feeling 
another rumpus room vibe would 
be fine. They enjoyed the 
improved kitchen and washrooms 





facilities, the two pool tables as 
opposed to one, and increased 
capacity. However, many feel this 
was the beginning of the end. 

The end came formally this 
month when the City Media Club’s 
three-term and current president 
Don Snider issued a letter with the 
following statement: “With many 
bars providing entertainment with 
no cover charge, and other estab- 
lishments providing live music free 
to their customers, the environ- 
ment for clubs such as the City 
Media Club to charge a door fee 
has become grim... with so many 
new bars springing up all over the 
city, we are in the position of clos- 
ing the doors for good.” 

While it’s true Edmonton audi- 
ences need to be educated regard-

ing entertainment charges, this 
was one of a few factors in the 
club’s demise. The club lost a lot 
when it lost its media contingent. 
The move to a hard-to-find address 
on a one-way street in an out-of- 
the-way neighborhood killed any 
walk-up crowd. Plus, many admis- 
sion prices were higher than what 
the market would bear. 

To add to the problems, years 
ago the venue had a GST number 
requested by an unauthorized, 
zealous volunteer and ended up 
with a $55,000 debt. That it shrunk 
to $6,000 is amazing, but now, 
after missing three months rent in 
the summer and incurring other 
assorted expenses, the figure is up 
again to $18,000. 

Snider sums it up simply. “We 
had no cash flow. We weren't tak- 
ing in any money. Our overhead 
was $2,500 to $3,000 a month and 
we were taking in $800 .. . Are! we 
happy about this closing? No! 
Especially after James Keelaghan 
(who appeared to a packed house 
last Friday). That one hurt begause 
it was so Media Club. He had the 
audience in the palm of his hand 
— no one talking, everybody lis- 
tening.”

f). 1998, one Edmonton piano 
teacher turned to another and 
said of the instructor, “Something 
should be done to honor that 
man.” The man she was speaking 
of was Marek Jablonski and the 
idea for the Marek Jablonski Prize 
for Chopin was born. 
Jablonski was a world-class 
pianist and a gifted interpreter of 
Chopin who, during the latter half

of his career, turned to teaching. 
As a teacher, his skill, warmth, 
dedication and love of music 
inspired and guided musicians all 
over the world, especially in 
Canada. Shelagh Scott, a member 
of the organizing committee and a 
close friend of Jablonski says he 
was “phenomenally touched” by 
the idea of a scholarship in his 
name and that “he wanted to be a 
part of it.” He planned to play the 
inaugural benefit recital himself, 
but to the profound sorrow of the 
musical community, Jablonski 
died of cancer on May 8, 1999. 
Jablonski»knew first-hand the 
importance of support, financial 
and otherwise, to the development 
of young talent. Born in Poland in 
1939 to a French mother and a 
Polish father, Jablonski and his 
mother left Krakow in the final 
years of the Second World War, 
carrying her old French passport 
in her maiden name and a fabricat- 
ed baptismal certificate so they 
could claim to be a French unwed 
mother and her son. They success- 
fully reached England, where they 
reunited with Marek’s father. 
When the family moved to Canada

in 1949, they still did not have the 
financial means to send Marek to 
teachers his talent called for 
Through the encouragement of 
piano-owning neighbors and the 
instruction of an elementary 
teacher, his skills progressed 

Jablonski’s career began to take 
off in his teen years, when he was 
awarded a scholarship to attend 
the Aspen Music School. While 
there, he met Rosina Lhevinne 
who encouraged him to come to 
the Juilliard School of Music, 
where he studied under her for 
several years.. During his subse- 
quent international concert 
career, he became the world’s 
premier interpreter of Chopin. 
Some say that Jablonski’s musical 
gifts were surpassed only by his 
gift for teaching, and so it is fitting 
that a scholarship is being institut- 
ed in his name to encourage the 
development of young musical tal- 
ents. 

Scott describes watching 
Jablonski teach as, “Like watching 
the Wizard of Oz. The student 
began playing in black and white

and he would work with them, 
and the music would turn into 
technicolor.” 

When Jablonski’s most cele- 
brated student, Jon Kimura- 
Parker, heard of his former 
teacher’s death and of the Prize 
for Chopin, he volunteered to play 
the benefit recital. Jennifer Bossé, 
one of the organizers, says 
Kimura-Parker said: “I would do 
anything for Marek Jablonski.” 

To the end of his life Jablonski 
was concerned that music remain 
accessible. Although the goal of 
the recital is to raise funds to sup- 
port a continuing scholarship, 
Jablonski insisted that some tick- 
ets be sold at prices that students 
could afford. On Jan. 27 the audi- 
ence at the Winspear Centre will 
not only enjoy a rare solo perfor- 
mance from a world-renowned 
pianist, but they will also support 
the future of classical music in 
Canada while honoring the life 
and work of a man who, Bossé 
says, “We need to remember, 
because he has given so much to 
students and teachers.”

National Dust: another fine 
export from the City of Cows

orrie Matheson has just bought 
[ tape for National Dust’s new 

record. It doesn’t have a name 
yet. It’s not even laid down. Lorrie 
Matheson is 31 and has the best 
head of hair in the universe. 

National Dust is one of those 
bands that, through sheer ennui 
and nonchalance, was guaranteed 
to strike a guitar chord with a 
mini-generation of similar laya- 
bouts that have no true use for 
either Elton John or Ricky Martin. 
Somehow, ever so briefly, we folks 
had hold of the public ear, but our 
movement went up in shotgun 
smoke and the sound of fresh 
human ham smacking against the 
wall, sliding slowly down on to the 
carpet. 

These images belong to a rural 
as much as a rock ’n’ roll sensibili- 
ty and that’s about where we join 
up with Matheson and his Dust, 
part of a large, shambling, cau- 
tiously loyal movement. They’re 
one of those y’alternative bands, 
old enough to respect heavy lyrics 
and harmony, young enough to 
rock, get drunk and screw all 
night. 

They're even pulling this off in 
Calgary, where bad felt hats and 
dullbilly music are as much a part 
of the ecology as fat, racist men in 
maroon business suits. Often, they 
mix. 

It is with this background that 
hints of tiainstrean: Nashville 
country wandering on to his edgy 
playing field don’t sit well with 
Matheson, former Pal Joey-er and 
the wayward son of a preacher 
man, as they say. “I think those 
people are the ones that’re ruining 
it all,” he says. “I don’t want them 
around.” 

In October Tim Leacock broke 
his hand. Bad luck. He’s the gui- 
tarist for the band, so we didn’t get 
a chance to see them in their true 
form at Likwid Lounge. 

This time will be different. This 
time there is hope in the air.

But other highlights, such as a 
redrawn and colored Fuzzy 
Bunny strip that he and his broth- 
er Charles did as children, illus- 
trate both Crumb’s innocence and, 
frankly, command of the cute that 
got him a job as a greeting card 
illustrator (and laid so very much) 
in the old days. The book, of 
course, spans the decades after the 
760s, but you get a sense that 
everyone, despite their laziness, 
knew that then was the time for 
action and that time would 
inevitably run out. 

Later on, shown in the book, 
Crumb did some killer blues illus- 
trations, bad modern art and man- 
aged to influence to death every- 
one from B. Kliban, a much fun- 
nier man than he, to Bill Griffith to 
Dan Clowes, who’s making the 
best comics on Earth right now 
with Godzilla-force swipes of his 
own unique talents. 

But, on a recent camel cruise I 
took through San Francisco, 
where Crumb just happened to be 
lucky enough to be at the right 
place and the right time long ago, I 
noticed his shadow of influence 
everywhere — on signs, murals 
and menus.

Senses typically good Canadian cinem

t says something that Canadians 

keep turning out quiet, charming 

and complicated films. Director 
and writer Jeremy Podeswa’s 
The Five Senses, is the latest such 
film in the tradition of The Red 
Violin and the work of Atom 
Egoyan. 

Basically, the story follows the 
lives of random yet interconnected 
characters who all either live or 
work in the same building. Each 
character is associ- 
ated with one of the 
five senses. 

Thankfully, the 
characters are not 
as one-dimensional 
as that. However, 
sometimes creating 
strict limitations can 
be good for an artist, 
since it forces him 
to find ways to make 
the rules work and still be interest- 
ing. Like all allegories, it also 
forces the audience to make sense 
of the parts of the piece that don’t 
seem to fit into the parameters of 
thos® limitations. For example, 
Molly Parker (Kissed) plays the 
mother of a child who goes miss- 
ing — which is the incident com- 
mon to all the other characters. 

Along with Parker, the rest of 
the actors are excellent; and we're 
only missing Sandra Oh and Don 
McKellar to make the ultimate 
aggherunet Canadian. film, cast,

Too many story lines make Cradle fal

olitics and the theatre are an 
Pectin mix. Perhaps because 

theatre is so rarely a matter of 
profit (as much as its practitioners 
might wish otherwise), the genre is 
often regarded as inseparable from 
a socialist slant. As Cradle Will 
Rock points out, playwrights long 
before Brecht have been accused 
of coating their art with a red 
brush. 

And why not? Until very recent- 
ly, theatre was chiefly a proletarian 
form of entertainment. Now we 
have Blind Date and the NHL to 
keep the masses happy. 

Cradle Will Rock is set in 
Depression-era New York, at a 
time when this shift was just begin- 
ning to take place. Vaudeville acts, 
like the ventriloquist schtick per- 
formed by Bill Murray in the film, 
are on their way out and big-bud- 
get musicals are coming in. 
Television looms in the not-too-dis- 
tant future. 

Tim Robbins’ film focuses on the 
rise and fall of a government-fund- 
ed program designed to keep the- 
atre professionals working in an 
age where jobs were hard to come

by. Emily Watson plays a homeless 
woman who pleads her way into a 
stage-hand job and then, a bit pre- 
dictably, into the limelight. John 
Turturro (at his most engaging in 
period roles like this one) plays an 
impoverished actor with an unsup- 
portive family and a lot of mouths 
to feed. 

There are a lot of stories like 
these in Cradle Will Rock. The 
structure is almost like a Brecht 
play (Brecht even appears from 
time to time as composer Hank 
Azaria’s artistic conscience), wan- 
dering from the bourgeois to the 
gutter and back again, painting 
characters in broad strokes and 
then returning to add details only 
as time permits. 

Unfortunately, the film takes on 
too much and most of the stories 
come out flat. Its first half is so 


concerned with establishing time 
and place that it lacks any galvaniz- 
ing action. The remainder, while it 
does have the “show must go on” 
stakes of an impending production, 
is more concerned with a congres- 
sional inquiry into communist 
activities in the federalist theatres. 

But there are a lot of good 
moments along the way. The rela- 
tionship between Azaria’s angsty, 
agit-prop playwright and director 
Orson Welles (Angus MacFadyen), 
for instance, is great fun. “You're a 
whore,” says Azaria. “How long 
before you're doing soap commer- 
cials?” There are also some stand- 
out performances by Murray, 
Vanessa Redgrave and Susan 
Sarandon as an Italian cultural 
attaché in an otherwise disposable 
subplot about a controversial 
mural. 

And the climax, while it goes on 
too long, is a moving testament to 
the perseverance of drama and the 
power of popular art. Robbins’ 
message is clearly red-friendly; in 
Cradle Will Rock it’s the people 
who triumph. It’s a shame he didn’t 
let us get to know them better first.

e tend to forget that watching 

movies is an interpretive act. 

Wee 's nothing so stunning as 
when a film forces the viewer to 
engage, to read it like a novel, and 
to react morally to what goes on up 
there on the screen. Bruno 
Dumont’s The Life of Jesus has that 
kind of power. Ostensibly a natural- 
istic portrait of a young man in a 
small town in northern France, the 
quiet deployment of symbolism, of 
thoughtful 
details and of 
stillness and 


by the epileptic seizures that plague 
him, Freddy finds solace in hanging 
out with his equally shiftless bud- 
dies and in fierce sex with Marie. 
When he and his buddies go to 
visit a friend’s brother who is dying 
of AIDS, the camera lingers on their 
wordless discomfort, rendering all 
their incomprehension, fear and 
sadness in muted, realistic tones. 
Freddy and Marie’s mechanical sex- 
ual escapism is explicitly depicted, 
baring its essentially desperate and 
emotionally sterile nature. The 
rolling landscape of France’s 
Flanders region is a vast indifferent 


backdrop that lingers long after the 
characters have moved off screen. 
If we could see this world in any- 
thing but Freddy’s limited terms, we 
might even find the dull daylight 
and pellucid skies beautiful. 

Even when the film incorporates 
elements of plot — Freddy develops 
a hatred for an Arab teen (Kader 
Chaatouf) who shows interest in 
Marie — it avoids artificial drama.

lence, the camera captures Freddy’s 
tense features, rather than the bru- 
tality he is enacting. 

Part of the success of the film is 
owed to the minimal performances 
of the non-professional cast. 
Douche’s looks are perfect for his 
character, his eyes small and light- 
less, his lips too tight to betray any 
sort of emotion. Cottreel and 
Chaatouf also exude the guileless 
ignorance of teens on the verge of 
adulthood who still don’t have the 
first clue of what life is about. 

Rather than just another portrait 
of disenfranchised youth, Dumont 
adds a metaphorical layer to his 
film with the enigmatic title and a 
few religious allusions. He claims 
he wanted to depict the life of 
Christ without any of the stipersti- 
tion — to tell a story where the 
human, moral reactions are/provid- 
ed by the audience, not the film. 
While Dumont is ultimately sympa- 
thetic to Freddy’s situation and his 
choices, he leaves it to us /to recon- 
cile for our judgments for Ourselves. 

The religious parallels become 
most apparent in the final shots. 
Without superstition or easy moral 
categories, salvation is less about 
miracles than glimpses that con- 
vince us life may/have meaning 
after all. But that’s just one interpre- 
tation of those final scenes and one 
that barely scratches the surface of 
an affecting and memorable film.

espite its thoughtful, serious

ed is, perhaps surprisingly, also one 

of the most fun films in ages to fall 
under the aegis of “chick flick.” 

“Chick flick” carries significance 
for the simple reason that films are 
predominantly male-oriented, a fact 
so naturalized that such a designa- 
tion as “dick flick” is deemed 
unnecessary.

Allemangs food hook not for wimps

ohn Allemang, author of the recently 
released The Importance of Lunch 
(Random House, 95), is an unusual 
food writer for two reasons. 

First: he really, really cares and thinks 
deeply about food and the culture of food —a 
self-reflective attitude he thinks everybody 
should practice. 

Second: he believes every meal should.be a 
culinary experience in and of itself, not just 
those rare ¢ sions where we eat out some- 
where fancy or half-kill ourselves going in over 
our culinary heads preparing a Martha Stewart- 
esque feast. 

In fact, Allemang really doesn’t much like 
the attitude Stewart engenders. “It’s food as a 
foreign action,” he states. “The belief that view- 
ers must take orders from her and that she’s at 
the high end of the food chain. 

“I don’t buy the idea of concentrating so 
much energy on special meals. I think every 
meal should be a special meal as much as pos- 
sible,” Allemang explains, adding that he firm- 
ly believes that eating should be a pleasurable 
experience, not all caught up in denial or mired 
in the stress of a big production. 

“The aim of existence is pleasure and you 


can have intense possible pleasure at all levels 
of your dining experiences. I hate the idea that 
food is a lifestyle accessory. Martha has thou- 
sands of employees. Ask yourself, how many 
people are listed in your day’s closing credits.” 

Hence his book, a hybrid text that: alternates 
between his engaging meditations on the great 
broad world of eats and accessible recipes 
(anywhere from three to six recipes in each of 
the work’s 12 chapters). From personal experi- 
ence, the recipes are easy to follow and won- 
derfully flavorful (especially the Cauliflower in 
Green Sauce, which has become an instant 
household cooking staple). 

What The Importance of Lunch isn't? A 
glossy, picture-laden, cookie-cutter cookbook. 
It looks and reads like a regular non-fiction 
Layele)s¢ a collection of lively first-person 
essays about one man’s life working, eating 
and writing about food. 

“I wanted to write an intelligent bobk for 
intelligent people who want to read, while not 
losing connection to real life,” he says. “By 
nature | like to go against the grain, it’s how I 
think. There are too many people who are so 
held hostage to trends. I insist on having my 
own ideas 

“Too much journalism — food writing, poli- 


tics, arts coverage, writing about the world in 
general — is devoted to trend-spotting. It’s 
depressing and it makes it easy to lose sight of 
what you're really writing about (in this case, 
food) when you're covering all these trends 
whizzing by.” 

The finished product is a lively meditation 
on myriad aspects of food culture and @ life 
spent working with edibles |(not to mention a 
long-running food column in The Globe and 
Mail that preceded his current TV column). 
Allemang writes about his travels, his adven- 
tures shopping for the perfect ingredients and 
provides the readers with close-quarter decon- 
structions of certain aspects of the cooking 
process and common ingredients you might 
take too much for granted. The chapter on the 
ubiquitous tomato is my personal favorite. 

In the end, Allemang would love to be able to 
change the way people see food and help 
engender a deeper connection to the universal 
process of dining — either in or out of the 
house. 

“People don't think and talk much about the 
taste of their food,” he concludes. “ We cer- 
tainly don’t want to return to the old Anglo- 
Saxon traditions where you didn’t talk about 
food at all, not even at the table.”

Alrighty then, on the off chance 
the above didn’t shake your 
resolve to be rid of those ass- 
whiskers, HBB, I contacted Scott 
Hughes at Laser’s Edge in Lake 
Oswego, Oregon, just outside 
Portland. According to Scott, laser 
hair removal and electrolysis are 
the only permanent FDA-approved 
hair removal procedures on the 
market. Other methods of hair 
removal are temporary, and most 
depilatories are “chemical process- 
es,” i.e. they burn off hair, and 
aren't recommended for use in 
“sensitive areas,” Le. crotch and 
asscrack. 

Laser hair removal, Scott tells 
me, is safe anywhere you can 
shine a light. How does it work? 
During electrolysis, a doc sticks a 
small needle into each hair follicle, 
and gives you a painful little zap. 
“The electricity disables the folli- 
cle,” Scott explained. “Laser treat- 
ments, on the other hand, cover a 
larger area, using laser energy to 
disable many follicles at once. In 
the short run, laser treatments are 
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more expensive, but it takes far 
fewer treatments to get the job, so 
you wind up saving money.” Costs 
range from $89 to $350 per treat- 
ment depending on the size of the 
area — just how big is your ass- 
crack, HBB? — and it takes on 
average five treatments to clear 
the average asscrack of an average 
amount of asswhiskers. 

Do they laser much asscrack at 
Laser’s Edge? “Genital and other 
sensitive area treatments are quite 
common,” said Scott.
